During eight months beginning in June 1917 Coshocton 


county raised a good sum of money for war relief purposes. 
This was done in separate drives and movements for the $ev- 
eral funds, most notably the Red Cross, the Y. M. C A., K of 
C.. the Jewish War Work, the Belgian Relief, the French Or- 
phan Fund, the Smileagc Hook Fund and others, these alone 
amounting to about SCO.OOO. This does not include the in- 
vestments in Liberty bonds and Thrift stamps. 


T I I F NEEDS 1 NCR HAS ING 


The needs of the last year are small in comparison with 


what will be needed the coming } ear, both in the nation and 
in Coshocton county. Not one of the funds raised by the 
several national organizations was sufficient for a full year. 
Besides, that was when we had only a nucleus of an army in 
the service, the most of it in the cantonments and training 
camps in this country, where there was no exposure to those 
hardships of war which make great numbers of sick and 
wounded. 
During the coming year these conditions will be 


vastly different. Not unlv will the United Stales have at least 
four times the number of men in the service, but more than 
a million of them will be "over there" in the thick of the fight, 
and doubtless many of them will need hospital service, be- 
sides the many lesser ministrations to their care and well be- 
ing which a patriotic people back home want to extend to 
those who are lighting our battles. With all these conditions 
perfectly obvious, the must careful students of the situation 
are agreed that the money required to provide for these war 
needs the coming \ ear will be three or four times greater than 
last year. 


In the summer of 1917 the American Red Cross made a 


drive for a War Fund of a hundred million dollars, which was 
largely oversubscribed. 
This was not nearly sufficient for the 


needs of a full }car. 
Farh in March last there was an- 


nounced a drive for another hundred million dollars. In this 
Coshocton county's quota was fixed at twenty-three thousand 
dollars. 


With the piactical certainly that the war will be long 


drawn out. the thinking people became convinced that if Co- 
shocton county were to continue in the haphazard, unsystema- 
tic way, this community might fall short of meeting the in- 
creasing needs. Four conditions predicated this fear: 


First, each separate need made necessary a separate or- 


ganized "whirlwind campaign," which drew "heavily on the 
time of hundreds of solicitors whose efforts could be spent bet- 
ter in their regular occupations. 


Second, this constant series of financial appeals was use- 


lessly taking the time of those solicited, now when more than 
ever before that time should be conserved. 


'I bird, no single organization was large enough to reach 


all the people. No single campaign, with a limited appeal for a 
single need, could reach all the people. 
As a result, many 


thousands of men and women who would have welcomed the 
opportunity to give, w^ere overlooked. 


Fourth, appeals for the larger and more vital war needs 


were gradually being obscured by a multiplicity of smaller 
campaign appeals. 


INEQUALITIES OF FORM ER PLAN 


In the "whirlwind campaigns'1 for the single organizations 


nearly all the money was contributed by a comparatively 
small number of people. For example, in the Red Cross war 
fund campaign there were about 900 contributors, only three 
per cent of the population. In the Y. M. C. A. campaign there 
was a little larger number of contributors, but since many of 
them had contributed to the Red Cross, the total number of 
contributors to both not much more than eight per cent. 
By having a War Chest campaign to provide for all such needs 
for a year, the organization can be made so large and thorough 
and the soliciting so carefully systematized that about thirty 
per cent of the entire population will give. Moreover, by the 
systematized method they will give in proportion to their 
ability, which results in a much larger fund, besides distribu- 
ting the burden fairly.

( losely following the announcement of the second vvai 


fund drive of the Red Cross, there was called a conference in 
Coshocton. to which the leading war working organizations 
were invited to send representatives. 
At this conference 


there were twent}-four men representing the following named 
organizations: Red Ci oss. Y. M. C. A.. K. of C., Libcrtv Loan 
Committee. Thrift Stamp Committee. Salvation Army, Rotary- 
Club, Chamber of Commerce, and The I're^s. At this confer- 
ence there was a lengthy discussion of the advisability of 
adopting the general War Chest plan of raising enough money 
to provide for all war needs for g year, as against the old plan 
of separate drives for the several different 'funds. 
The War 


Chest plan had been thorough!} died out in Canada, v,here 
they have been longer engaged in war. and more rccentlv 
adopted in many communities in the United States, with most 
satisiaclory results. A \ a-t number of communities through- 
out the United State.- are now inaugurating the War Chest 
plan.

Conference oi Repi esemam es. this was not treated as decided, 
but the matter oi making dcci-ion was Id I lor the considei- 
ation of the licm-ial Count} I oin'eicnce. or mass meeting, held 
in Sixth .street Theatei on "sundav afternoon April 28.-to which 
everybody was i n v i t e d , through the pre^s. ami especially it was 
publicly urged that an} one who m ;ght be opposed to the War 
Uicsl plan should come to the meeting and state his objections. 
This meeting was large!} attended, and by representative citi- 
zens irom nearly ever} t o w n s h i p of (lie county, including 
tanners, mei chants, manufacturers, factory workers, miners, 
law} ers, doctoi s. ministers, teachers, clerks and others. It was 
repeatedly mged that there be a f u l l , free expression of opinion 
regarding the \\ ,u Chest plan, either favoiable or otherwise, so 
that any action taken would represent the consensus of public 
opinion. After length} discussion it was decided by unanimous 
vote to adopt the War Chest plan. 
This was followed bv the 


adoption, at the -aine meeting, of a constitution and by-laws, 
election of a board of control, and the adoption of a "basis of 
contributing, each and all bv unanimous vote. 


TI1K GOAL 


At the first meeting of Hie eontcrencc, of rcprcsentativ es 


there was appointed a committee of seven to make a special 
study and investigation of the amount of money that should be 
raised to provide for all war needs for a year. "This committee 
consisted of Messrs. Gcoige A I . Cray, 'Iliad L. Montgomery. 
Fred S. Wallace, Edward M. Wimmer, C. K. McCoy. Dr. 1C. U. 
Marquand, and Dr. J. F. llahn. 
The committee made an ex- 


haustive study (jf that subject, gathering information 
from 


every known source, and visiting other communities where the 
War Chest plan had been adopted, where the committee was 
given the benefit of both their data and their conclusions. 


How this committee evolved its estimates and arrived at 


its conclusion is too long a story to relate heic, with the mass 
of figures and detail that would be necessary to get an un- 
derstanding of the subject. 
Suffice it to say, the committee 


was unanimous m reporting thai at least $150,000 would be 
necded in Coshocton county. 
For a time the committee in- 


tended to recommend a larger amount, but fmallv decided to 
recommend thai irreducible minimum, in the b'elicf that it 
would be largely oversubscribed. The i o^imittee felt that if a 
rainy week or any other unfavorable cirumistanec might re- 
sult in the amount subscribed being less than the goal, it would 
be an cv6rlastmg humiliation to the c o n i m u n i t v , and therefore 
fixed the goal al an amount less than 
f i r s t d--cided upon, to 


avoid the danger of such thing happening. 


In the possible: event of an oversubscription in an amount 


larger than the actual needs of the ensuing vc-ar. anv amount 
remaining can be utilized in the next v car. so long'as it will 
last, for the same purposes. 
From present appearances, how- 


ever, there will be need for all we ran raise, and more, to pro- 
vide Coshocton Count}'s share in helping to save the world 
irom despotism and barbarism The Red ( ross alone will need 
\cry much more money than last year, both nationally "and 
locally. 
With the great number of patriotic women m this 


county who :u c giving their time and energies in the Red Cross 
work rooms, 
making hospital supplie-. garments, etc.. for 


soldiers, vast amounts of materials are being consumed, and to 
keep this p-oorl work going there will be needed manv times 
more money than last year. This monev must all be provided 
locally, as the national organization lunnot fiunish it.
